Two 
and 
three-hour 
classes 
for 
vocational 
programs have long been 
traditional for Texas public 
schools, but such class 
periods 
for 
academic 
courses is a new concept. 
And it is that concept, 
called Major Studies, that is 
one of the features of the new 
Plano Senior High School. 
That fact that the five- 
building campus at 2200 
Independence Parkway in 
Plano is designed for junior 
and senior students is what 
makes the Major Studies 
program possible, according 
to Principal Barney Newton.

that next step be immediate 
employment

technical school. 
"We recognized that in the 
past much of the typical high 
school curriculum has borne 
little relevance to what the 
student faces at the con­ 
clusion of his secondary 
education,” Newton • says. 
“Therefore, the Senior High 
program is an attempt to 


fuse its areas of study with 
the realities of life.” 
Advisory committees have 
been established to insure 
that each major studies and 
vocational program does 
properly prepare students 
for future education and job 
requirements. 
“These committees of 
college 
professors, 
lay 
citizens and business and 
industrial leaders function to 
ease the transition of the 
student from public school to 
college or job,” explains 
Senior High curriculum 
director Keith Sock well. 
“ Successful direction of 
these programs will also 
elim inate 
unnecessary 
expenses for additional 
business 
and 
industry 
training programs.”

The seasonally adjusted 
index of residential con­ 
struction for January was 
almost 36 per cent above the 
12-month 1975 average, he 
said.

nonresidential construction 
in January slid to its lowest 
point since February, 1975, 
Arbingast said. 
“The permit values for 
almost

types

nonresidential construction

down

preceding month and in most 
instances were down sub­ 
stantially when compared 
with the same month last 
year,” he said. 
“For many years, Texas 
builders have been playing 
catch up with demand for 
nonresidential 
building, 
especially for health care 
facilities, 
educational 
buildings, office and bank 
structures, shopping cen­ 
ters, churches, and tourist 
facilities. 
“Now with public school 
enrollment stabilizing and 
even declining in some 
localities, available office 
space not renting quickly in 
some major cities, and 
demand for more hospital

Alexander Graham Bell has 
a claim on invention of the 
telephone similar to that 
Christopher Columbus has 
on the discovery of America 
He may not have been first 
and alone, but his was the 
discovery that stuck 
mostly 
Itecause 
of

Columbus 
had 
Queen 
Isabella. 
Bell 
had 
the 
banking knowhow of a group 
oi New England capitalists. 
But 
Bell had problems 
with his backers. Th£y 


n e a r l y throttled his in-, 
version at birth and would 
have killed i^ycars later had 
a * reorganization not been 
forced upon them. 
Ironically, 
considering 
efforts by Italian groups to 
preserve Columbus’ status 
as America's discover, the 
Italian Historical society 
disputes Bell's right to the 
title.

Telephone.” 
Thc» group claimed last 
month the phone was in 
vented by Antonio Meucci 
and said a stamp honoring 


him will be issued bs Italy A 
stamp honoring Bell was 
issued in Cambridge Wed 
nesday 
On March to. 1876. Bell’s 
assistant. Thomas Watson, 
heard the first words on the 
telephone. Fifty years later 
he recalled them as “Mr 
Watson, come here I want 
you.” He said the inventor 
had spilled battery acid on 
himself 
Bell's journal, written two 
days later, didn t mention 
the acid and showed a 
slightly different quotation: 
“Mr. Watson come here — I 
want to see you ” 
Either way. the device 
Bell patented Feb. 14. 1876, 
would not transmit a human 
voice. 
according 
to 
testimony in the patent case 
which dragged on until the 
Supreme Court decided it 12 
years later, in Bell’s favor. 
But the device Elisha Gray 
of Chicago registered a few 
hours after Bell also had not 
transmitted a voice 
Gray 
warned inventors he was 
working on a telephone

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
As a result of Tuesday s 
Florida primary results, if 
Ronald Reagan’s campaign 
is not dead it at least is on the 
critical list. And if Jimmy 
(’arter is not the frontrunner 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination, then no one is. 
Reagan says he 
will 
continue his challenge of 
Ford all the way to the GOP 
national 
convention 
in 
Kansas City in August. 
But unless the former 
California governor can 
quickly erase the memory of 
losses to Ford after con­ 
frontations in New Hamp­ 
shire and Florida, as well as 
defeats in Massachusetts 
and Vermont, he will be 
regarded as nothing more 
than a dogged loser. 
(’arter says there still is a 
long way to go to win the 
S M a fW B 
the Alabama governor in 
Florida, a ktite Where 
Wallace 
routed 
^ca'll 
Democratic comers four 
years ago, Carter demon­ 
strated that Wallace is 
vulnerable in the South and 
rechiced him again to the 
status of protest candidate. 
This has the practical 
effect of further reducing the 
Democratic nomination field 
and could assure Carter of at 
least second place (Hi the 
ticket. 
Reagan was supposed to 
have a lock on the con­ 
servative vote in Florida, 
and that was supposed to be 
the ball game. Florida also 
was supposed to be Wallace 
country and few pundits 
believed Carter could do 
much beyond cutting into the 
Alabaman’s 41.8 per cern 
winning figure of 1972. 
But Ford showed himself 
to be a good campaigner and 
quick to learn the ad­ 
vantages of the presidency 
in seeking votes. He called in 
professionals to replace 
well-meaning amateurs in 
New 
Hampshire 
and 
Florida, but it appears it was 
Ford himself who pulled 
victory out in both states by 
timely visits and well-placed 
darts in his opponent. 
Ford also had help from 
the economy. Increasing 
signs of recovery, especially 
the continued reduction of 
unemployment, had to be a 
campaign asset for him. 
Reagan can puli' himself 
up by defeating Ford in 
Illinois, North Carolina or 
Wisconsin. But he had 
planned to show in the first 
primaries that Ford was no 
more than a smalltime 
Michigan 
congressional 
politician who would fold at 
the first punch. 
Carter’s victory must be 
viewed in the context of 
Henry Jackson’s effort in 
Florida. All the major 
Democratic contenders save 
the Washington senator 
avoided campaigning in 
Florida to let Carter go head 
to head with Wallace, and it 
is reasonable to consider the 
votes Jackson got as support 
siphoned from Carter. 
The Florida triumph blurs 
Carter’s fourth place finish 
in Massachusetts after his 
opening week New Hamp­ 
shire win. But it does not 
really damage Jackson, the 
Massachusetts winner, or 
Rep. Morris Udall, second in 
Massachusetts and leader 
liberal Democrats 
the nomination.
